statement of King is that any property 
owner may sue and obtain damages if 
uruper service is not rcmdered within 
tiftcf-n davs after a demand is made 
on the manager or persons in control 
of the water or light corporation. The 
opinion follows: 


"To the Mayor and the City Coun- 


cil of the City of Re-no: 
The propo- 


sition of supplying water to the in- 
habitants of the southern portion of 
the city of ft^no, Nevada, having been 
referred to me for my decision, I beg 
leave to submit the following: 
* "It is unlawful for any superintend- 
ent or manager or person in control of 
any electric light or water company or 
corporation to refuse to connect main 
wires, or main pipes to residences or 
buildings of am- description. When the 
owner or persons occupying the said 
buildings has had 
wires 
or 
pipes 


placed in such resiliences or build- 
ings, placed to the end or side of the 
land on which such residence or build- 
ing is located, and by any competent 
person: provided, that the main pipe 
or wire is at the time of surh 
re- 


quest within TiOO feet of the land 
on 


which such 
buildings or 
residences 


are located, then said electric light or 
wul"i' company 
or corporation shall 


'ilace main pipes or wires at its own 
expense to the end or side of the land 
on which such building or residence 
is located, and when such owner or 
person occupying such building or res- 
idence offers to pay said superintend- 
ent or manager or person in control of 
such a light or water company or 
corporation a reasonable amount for 
such connections or connection; pro- 
vided, that all « Ires for electric liglits, 
shall be1 done in accordance with the1 
rules and regulations of the National 
File I'ncU-ru riters' Association. 


"And 
further, an/ 
superintendent 


or manager or person in control of any 
electric light <ir water company 
or 


corporation rcfusir - to comply with 
the above, by ic fusing to make such 
connection or connections or furnish 
water or light 
within 
fifteen

by the owner or person ocpupying 
such residence or building to which 
such refusal i •; made and such own- 
er or person shall be granted damages 
to the sum of not less than $100 or 
more than $800 for each offjnse.

Silver, Copper and Lead 


S 


ILVER HAS been holding its own very well for some 


wc^ks and the indications point to a steady ad- 


vance. 
The fluctuations in London are slight and the 


general trend of the price is upward, having completely 
recovered from the drop that followed the announce- 
ment of the Indian government's heaVy gold purchases. 
The annual output is still far below the demand and the 
indications are that the time is nearlng with comparative 
rapidity when thc white metal will attain its natural par- 
ity with gold. 


The American market for copper and lead is not so 


satisfactory, however, as is the world's market for silver. 
Only a few weeks ago Lake copper, in sympathy with 
the depressed demand for shares in the corporations and 
with a break in London, began to drop from 25 1-2 cents, 
its highest figure for many years, and now for several 
days it has been quoted in New York at from 23 to 24 
cents. The world's supply is no larger than before and the 
call for the red metal is no less, besides which the price in 
London has been recovering by leaps and bounds, yet In 
Now York the price is lower than it has been for months 
So, too, with lead, which has fallen to as low as 5 3.4 
c^nts, and even less, in the face of an advancing English 
marl;et. 


The ways of the men who make prices for the base 


metals are so mysterious as to be beyond finding out, but 
we should like to have some explanation 
of 
these 


phenomena from the omniscient technical journals that 
have been talking about copper, lead and spelter for lo! 
these many months. If there is not a combination in 
Now Ybrk, let tho trade journals tell us what they call It.

. "To the Mayor and the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Reno; 
The propo- 


sition of supplying water to the in- 
/habltants of- the southern portion of 
the city of R'jrib, Nevada, Having been 
referred to me for my declaim,'I beg 
leave to submit the following: 
» "it is unlawful for any superintend- 
ent or manager of person in control of 
any electric light or water company or 
corporation to refuse to connect main 
wires, or main pipes to residences or 
buildings ot'.anv description. When the 
b\vner or persons occupying the said 
builtlin«*s has had 
wires 
or 
pipes 


placed in such residences or build- 
ings, placed to the end or side of the 
land on which such residence or build- 
Ing is located, and by any competent 
person; provided, that the main pipe 
or wire is at the time of surti 
re- 
quest within IrOO feet of the land 
on 


which such buildings or residences 
arc located, then said electric light or

The annual output Is still far below the fiemand and the 
Indications are, that the time is .n'eartng with comparative 
rapidity when the white metal will attain its natural par- 
ity with gold.

The American market for copper and lead is not so 


satisfactory, however, as is the world's market for sliver. 
Only a few weeks ago Late copper, In sympathy with 
the depressed demand for shares In the corporations and 
with a break in Londonj'began to drop from 25 1-2 cents, 
its highest figure for many years, and now for several 
days it has been quoted In New York at from 23 to 24 
cents. The world's supply is no larger than before and the 
call for the red metal is no less, besides which the price In 
London has been recovering by leaps and bounds, yet in 
New York the price Is lower than it has been for months.
